. P URPOSE AND NEED

A. The purpose of this bridge replacement project is to replace a 43 year old, single span
(22 feet total length) Prestressed Concrete Box Girder Bridge (018B0O0080N) in order to
provide a safe, reliable roadway. The existing bridge on KY 893, mp 22.92, over
McCullough Fork has a sufficiency rating of 11.3. The structure width is 22.6 feet curb to
curb with an approaching roadway width of 18 feet including shoulders. The top of the
beams serve as the wearing surface and random cracking and spalling have become
more evident. The timber piles in bent 2 are considerably out of alignment due to heavy
rotation. The bridge replacement will improve safety and the substandard condition of
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the bridge.

B. The purpose of this bridge replacement project is to replace a 28 year old, 3-span (65’
total length) Timber Bridge (042C00252N) in order to provide a safe, reliable roadway.
The existing bridge on CR 1194, mp 0.67, over Caldwell Creek has a sufficiency rating
of 23.5. The structure width is 14.8 feet curb to curb with an approaching roadway width
of 16 feet including shoulders. There is moderate to heavy decay and weather splitting in
the timber decking, stringers and piles. The bridge replacement will improve safety and
the substandard condition of the bridge.

1. Conduct Preliminary Engineering Studies to identify appropriate typical section, line and
grade, and dependable cost estimates.

2. The selected Consultant will be required to provide engineering services to perform
Phase | and Il Roadway Design; including drainage design, right-of-way plans,
construction plans, traffic control plans, cost estimates, and structure plans.
